The choice recipe of Mrs. Henry F. Heinlein, president 
of the Torrance Elementary PTA, is "Chess Pie," which 
she is sharing with the readers of the Herald as this week's 
feature of tasty dishes.

An avid baseball fan, she often attends games with her 
family. She is the mother of two children, Ann Louise, age 
9V4, who is a fifth grade student, and David, 6, now at­ 
tending kindergarten.

Running as second or perhaps third interest to her 
family is gardening, knitting, sewing and being around 
people in general. Her genuine interesHn people is mak­ 
ing her work as head of the PTA at the central school in 
Torrance an added enjoyment.

Her recipe is as follows:
CHESS PIE

Us standard pastry recipe
1 cup sugar
V4 cup butter or shortening (1 cube)
2 eggs
1 cup raisins
1 cup nutmeats (chopped medium)
1 tsp. vanilla
Roll out pastry and cut in rounds and line muffin tin 

cups allowing surplus pastry to make fluted edge. Chill 
well. Cream butter or shortening with sugar, add eggs and 
mix thoroughly. Add raisins, nuts and vanilla and fill 
pastry cups. Bake at 425 degrees for 10 minutes. Reduce 
heat to 375 for 15-20 minutes. Slower baking makes filling 
thick and custard-like. This makes. 10 to 12 chess pies ac­ 
cording, to size of pan. The pies may be served warm or 
cold and do not need a topping. They can be kept for sev­ 
eral days if family does not discover where thty are hidden.

Mrs. Heinlein reveals that this recipe has been a fam­ 
ily favorite for generations in the household of Mrs. C. L. 
Stevens of Ventura, Calif., who gave her the recipe.
